Oklahoma Crop Kotos 
OKLAHOMA CITY, June 
5.— A 
special questionnaire mailed 
over 
the State to the county agricultural 
agents reveals the fact that the re­ 
cent rains have not materially af­ 
fected the condition of the wheat 
crop. -except In 
a few scattered 
communities where rust aand smut 
are appearing. Some little injury has 
been done however when the wheat 
was in' bloom and will in these in­ 
stances reduce the probable yield. 
Hail storms have been reported in 
the north and southwest districts, 
bulk were not severe 
or 
general 
euough to cause any great damage. 
The condition of the crop on May I 
was 83 per cent of normal indicat­ 
ing a probable production of 42,- 
000,000 bushels. The official esti­ 
mate of the condition of the -crop 
of June I will be released in a 
report dated June 8th. Harvest isj 
expected to begin lo the southern | 
part of the state about June ,10th J 
and any inquiries as to labor de­ 
mand should be addresseed to the 
State Labor Commissioner, Oklaho­ 
ma City, Oklahoma. 
The report further indicates that 
considerable corn acreage planted 
on lowlands has been washed out 
or covered over ae to cause much 
it planting. The condition 
of 
the 
crop is considered good, but is in 
dire need of cultivation. In near­ 
ly every Instance the flooded acre­ 
age 
will 
be 
replanted 
to 
June 
corn, there being little intention to 
place this acreage in other crops. 
Oato seemed to be benefitted bv 
the rains and in many sections a 
fair crop is expected. Although the 
reduced 
acreage 
caused 
by 
the 
ireeze will not point by far to a 
normal crop. Broom corn and kafirs 
sulfured alike with total acreages 
being wiped out in 
the

trict broom corn seed is reported

Shale Oil and Wood Alcohol 
In Sufficient Amount to 
Meet Demand. 


(By (Im A woe late* Press) 
STOCKHOLM—Sweden can face 
the menace of world shortage of pe­ 
troleum with relative calm, in spite 
of having no domestic supply of 
that fuel, according to Axel F. En- 
strom, a leading Swedish industrial 
and financial expert, in a recent 
address before the Association of 
Swedish Industries. 
One of the most important sources 
of fuel oil which has recently been, 
experimented with here is bitumin. 
ous shale. It was estimated by the 
speaker, that the Swedish shale de­ 
posits could yield afbout 500,000,- 
000 tons of shale oil. Production 
on a .small scale is at present be­ 
ing carried on. 
A still more practical substitute 
for petroleum is wood alcohol, said 
Mr. Enstrom. And 
Sweden 
could 
within a short time produce wood 
alcohol in quantities corresponding 
to the present consumption of gas. 
oline. Its manufacture as a by. 
product of chemical wood pulp is 
particularly economical. The existing 
factories have a capacity of about 
5,000,000 gallons of wood alcohol 
a year, and with new building and 
still more highly developed meth­ 
ods of conservation, he declared, 
this capacity could be Increased to 
about 17,000,000 gallons a year. 
Finally, 9weden, because of ber 
great hydro-electric resources, will 
in the future permit a very much 
reater use of electricity stored in 
atteries. Almost every section of 
the country is now served by the 
net of power lines, and electricity 
could be drawn from them for the 
use of passenger cars, truoks and 
tractors.
